(‘ohen and Coppola had issued 
a pre-primary, unity statement 
lo that effect, and Coppola turn- 
cd up al the Cohen celebration 
Tuesday night to say it again. 

A tired, but elated Cohen said 


he would be back out on the 
streets campaigning tomorrow 
- - Wednesday - - for the next 
contest. 

“We really started from 
zero,’ he said, with a campaign 
run primarily by his family and 
a few friends. His sons waited 
out the results at Town Hall, 
Tuesday night, phoning them 
home precinct by precinct. 

Cohen said he plans a ‘‘human 
approach rather than a 
business-interest one.” 

“We will face issues,’’ he 
said, ‘‘rather than per- 
sonalities.” 

An “‘input committee” has 
already been developing what 
they think are the issues the 
state will be faced with in the 
next two years. 

“We will have to present 
these to Andover voters,’’ 
Cohen said, “so they can choose

Light Turnout 
Follows Trend 


A better than average, but 
still light turnout of voters in 
Tuesday's primary lent their 
support to local candidates and 
generally followed the trend of 
the state in selecting party 
nominees for the November 
election. 

Democrats outpolled 
Republicans in the primary as 
could be expected, with the 
race of prime concern being the 
nomination of a candidate for 
the all-Andover representative 
seat in the state legislature. 

In this race, Atty. Gerald 
Cohen outdistanced Atty. 
Phillip Coppola, 1334-925. (see 
separate story. ) 


In Today's 
Townsman 
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There were 2,477 Democratic 
ballots cast to 1,581 
Republicans, tor a total turnout 
of 4,058, an about 30 per cent 
turnout of the total 13,465 
registered voters in town. 

In races of local interest at 
the county level, Andover af- 
forded Anna P. O’Connor of 
North Andover a winning 
margin, but she failed to gain 
the Democratic nomination for 
County Commissioner in the 
overall voting to Katherine 
Donovan, the incumbent, ap- 
pointed to fill the post of her 
late husband. Mrs, O'Connor 
received 723 votes in Andover, 
compared to 710 for Mrs. 
Donovan, Cornelius Casey of 
Lawrence had 348 votes and 
Bdward P. Cath! or 
Swampscott received 264. 

In the contest for county 
sheriff, Robert Cahill of Salem, 
the eventual winner county- 
wide, was edged by Lawrence 
candidate William J. Casey, 
734-650 in Andover. 

Democratie Congressional 
Candidate Paul Tsongas will be 
Andover Republican 
Congressman Paul W. Cronin’s

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Stiffer Regulations Are 
Approved For Parks 


Stiffer controls have been 
placed on Andover’s parks and 
sleps taken to provide the op- 
portunity to extend control 
town wide. 

The selectmen Monday night 
unanimously approved a 
regulation which prohibits the 
consumption and posession of 
alcholic beverages in town 
parks. 

The board also extended the 
regulation to cover Recreation 
Park and Shawsheen Park, in 
addition to ‘‘the Wall” in Elm 
Square and The Park across 
from Memorial Auditorium. 

“xtending the regulation to 
cover posession of alcoholic 
beverages provides the police 
with more enforcement power. 
The extension with regard to 
the Recreation Park and 


Shawsheen Park adds these two 
places to the regulations 
adopted by the selectmen ac- 
ling as park commissioners in 
August, 1973. 

The board also approved plac- 
ing before the town meeting in 
1975 bylaws which would 
prohibit consumption of 
alcoholic beverages on public 
ways in the town. This bylaw 
was ready for action at the an- 
nual town meeting this year, 
but withdrawn by the board. 

The matter of stiffer 
regulations was prompted by 
activity this summer, par- 
ticularly at The Park, where a 
small group of youths had taken 
over the area to the point where 
a police patrol was initiated to 
control the problem in August. 

As the problem abated with 


the police patrol, it moved to 
other areas of town, notably 
Recreation Park, where in ad- 
dition to threats to residents us- 
ing the facility, as had been the 
case at the park, quantities of 
debris had to be picked up daily. 

Monday night, Selectman 
George E. Heseltine moved to 
have Rec Park and Shawsheen 
added to the parks covered by 
the regulations. 

Town ‘Manager J. Maynard 
Austin reviewed the activity at 
The Park which prompted the 
assignment of a police officer 
at a cost of, $60 per day begin- 
ning in August. 

There was drinking, foul and 
abusive language, squealing of 
tires, loud radios, and actual

Coppola said he felt the light 
turnout had specifically hurt 
him because, as a resident of 
Andover most of his life, a lot of 
people would recognize the 
name when they got to the 
polls, even if he had missed 
them in the campaign. 

Nevertheless, he said, he was 
“overwhelmed with the sup- 
port’ he had received and felt 
he had a good nucleus from 
which to work should he decide 
to run again. 

I will have to think long and 
hard about that,’ he added. 

Coppola said he had enjoyed 
the campaign, had learned a lot 
about the town he didn’t know 
before, and had renewed a lot of 
old acquaintances. 

“We were beaten,"’ he said, 
“by a hard-working organiza- 
tion that got out their vote.’’ He 
said his votes were picking up 
in the later hours but, ‘‘We ran 
out of track, as my father used 
to say.” 

“To me,” said his mother, at 
whose South Main Street home 
they awaited the results, ‘‘he’s 
a winner.” 

Meanwhile, over on William 
Street, a friend predicted that 
Gerry Cohen was beginning ‘‘a 
great, new career.”

Madden. In Andover, Tsongas 
had 1,641 votes to Madden’s 596. 
Senator William X. Wall was 
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renominated to the position 
over the challenge of Lawrence 
Democrat Nicholas J. Sullivan, 
801 to 699. 

The new Andover district will 
have two state senators 
representing it this year, with 
Wall representing Precincts 
one, two, three and four and 
Sen. William Saltanstall now 
serving Precents five and six. 
Saltonstall had 464 Republican 
voles in his unopposed bid for 
re-election. 

As for the state constitutional 
offices on the Democrat ballot, 
the town followed the state 
trend in lending their support to 
Michael Dukakis over Atty. 
Gen. Robert Quinn for Gover- 
nor, Thomas P. O'Neil for 
lieutenant governor, Francis X. 
Bellotti attorney general, Paul 
Guzzi for secretary of state and 
Robert Crane for treasurer 
over Mark Furcolo. 

On the Republican side, An- 
dover GOP members supported 
the renomination of Governor 
Francis W. Sargent over 
Carroll Sheehan, 952 to 583. 

The eventual winner in the 
Attorney General race, Josiah 
Spaulding also won Andover 
support with 631 votes over 
Charles Cabot, 486 and William 
Cowin, 332. 

Congressman Paul W. Cronin 
was the top vote getter on the 
Republican ballot getting 1,343 
votes in his home town, 
representing a little over 84 per 
cent of all ballots cast. 

Former Selectman Roger W. 
Collins, unopposed in his bid for 
the Republican nomination to 
the state representative post, 
received 1,251 votes, a little 
over 79 per cent of all votes 
cast, on the Republican side. 

Donal Coleman, who had in- 
itiated a last minute sticker 
campaign for county com- 
missioner on the Republican 
ballot, received 67 votes in An- 
dover. He was in need of 1,000 
votes county wide to gain 
nomination. 

Computer returns were 
posted early in town hall. Town 
Clerk Elden R. Salter, and the 
board of registrars had all the 
computer totals posted by 9:30 
p.m., then began the arduous 
task of recording the write-ins 
and balancing the tabulations. 

As for candidates, it was 
mostly workers who showed up 
to obtain the area’s first elec- 
tion returns. 

Atty. Phillip Coppola was on 
hand to check the totals, while 
his opponent, Atty. Gerald 
Cohen was represented by his 
youngsters.

They shall be dated, shall be addressed to the selectmen and 
shall contain the names of all persons to whom they are issued, the 
name of the person whose recall is sought, the grounds of recall as 
Stated in the affidavit, and shall demand the election of a successor 
in the said office. A copy of the petition shall be entered in a record 
book kept in the office of town clerk. The recall petition shall be 
returned and filed with the town clerk within twenty (20) days after 
the filing of the affidavit, and shall have been signed by at least 
twenty-five (25) percent of the registered voters of the town, who 


Shall add to their signatures the street and number, if any, of their 
residence. 


The town clerk shall within twenty-four (24) hours of receipt sub- 
mit the petition to the registrars of voters in the town, and the 
registrars shall forthwith certify thereon the number of signatures 
which are names of registered voters of the town. 


(c) If the petition shall be found and certified by the town clerk to 
be sufficient he shall submit the Same with his certificate to the

lice after a recall election has been ordered, the election shall 
nevertheless proceed as provided in this section. 


(d) Any ofticer sought to be removed may be a candidate to 
succeed himself, and unless he requests otherwise in writing, the 
town clerk shall place his name on the ballot without nomination. 
lhe nomination of other candidates, the publication of the warrant

(e) The incumbent shall continue to pertorm the duties of his of- 
fice until the recall election. If then reelected, he shall continue in 
oltice tor the remainder of his unexpired term, subject to recall as 
before, except as provided in this section. If not reelected in the 
recall election, he shall be deemed removed upon the qualification 
ol his suceessor, who Shall hold office during the unexpired term. It 
the successor fails to qualify within five (5) days after receiving

Andover's traditional speciali- 
ty. academic excellence in a 
“national residential public 
school,” seeking students from 
every quarter of the nation and 
every economic bracket, now is 
available in a completely 
coeducational environment. 

An entirely new way of serving 
even more students will begin in 
a few weeks when Andover’s ex- 
perimental Short Term Institutes 
bring high school students and 
teachers from school districts 
across the nation together for 
four and six week intensive 
academic courses, using the 
facilities and residential setting 
of Phillips Academy's 500-acre 
campus, 

The first of these coeducational 
Short Term Institutes will bring 
20 students from cooperating 
high schools as far as San Diego, 
Cal., and Portland, Ore., from 
Memphis, Tenn., and as close as 
Marblehead, together for an in- 
tensive residential course in 
Observational Astronomy. Short 
Term Institute students will be 
taught by experience Phillips 
Academy instructors, use the 
Atademy’s Observatory and 
classrooms, and live in an S.T.I. 
dormitory on campus. 

The experNnental Short Term 
Institutes are the first offshoot of 
the Complementary Schools 
Project, proposed by Head- 
master Theodore Ryland Sizer, 
former dean of the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education. 
The S.T.Ls have received a $45,- 
000 Rockefeller Brothers Foun- 
dation grant for scholarship seed 
money. It’s purpose - - to en- 
courage public school districts 
across the country to take advan- 
tage of intensive short-term 
residential educational ex- 
periences at Andover not 
available to students in their own 
public high schools. 

According to Dr. Sizer, ‘‘The 
Short Term Institutes represent 
one way that residential schools 
and day schools - - private 
schools and public schools - - can 
begin to work together on behalf 
of many children, rather than to 
continue aS competitors.’’ The 
four and six week S.T.I.s will run 
concurrently with Phillips 
Academy's year-long 
coeduational academic program, 
which has just begun. 

Phillips Academy achieved its 
instant coeducation last year by 
merging with 129-year old Abbot 
Academy and at the same time 
admitting girls from a pool of 
new applicants. Applications 
from boys and girls jumped 20 
per cent this year, with 2,023 
applicants for the 386 openings in 
the ninth, tenth, eleventh and 
twelfth grades. Admissions 
Director Joshua L. Miner says 
the applications for next year are 
outdistancing this year's record. 
The student body represents 
more than 40 states, the District 
of Columbia, Puerto Rico, the 
Virgin Islands and more than 16 
foreign countries, not counting 
those American students whose 
families live abroad, but choose 
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Andover for the all-important 
high school years. Scholarship 
aid is more important than ever 
now. More than 300 of Andover’s 
1,124 students receive 
scholarship aid, or a combination 
of scholarships and student 
loans. Richard Griggs of the 
Financial Aid Office reports that 
the Admissions Office made real 
headway this year in identifying 
and recruiting students from 
middle-income and lower 
middle-income brackets. ‘‘We 
have got terrific kids this year 
whose parents never realized 
before that they were qualified 
for financial aid at Andover.”’ 

But Headmaster Sizer points 
out that even the theoretically 
“‘full-freight’’ students are on 50 
per cent scholarship to begin 
with, since the Academy’s en- 
dowment and alumni gifts pay 
more toward each student’s 
education cost than any parents 
pay in tuition. This keeps An- 
dover’s tuition rate down among 
the lowest.

A month ago, Gerald M. Ford, was thrust into the 
“Presidency by a series of events best referred to as a 
dark moment in America’s history. 

Given the attribute of an astute politician, the country 
looked to this man who rose to the nation’s highest office 
without benefit of the ballot box, as the statesman who 
would heal the country’s wounds and bring the nation 
together once again. 

But, on Sunday, in a dramatic and still puzzling move, 


_the President granted an absolute pardon to former 


President Nixon for any wrongdoing during the latter’s 
term as President and complicity in the Watergate case. 

The action has serious import on the administration 
of justice in this country. 

Let us assert that we do not wish to be looked upon as 
vultures hovering over the carcass, as we view Mr. Nix- 
on’s problems. We would be less than pleased to see a 
former President incarcerated, but we do insist on con- 
tinuance of the principal of equal justice for all. 

With Mr. Ford’s decision, we now can see as precedent 
varied means of administering justice to offenders, 


~ depending on their station in life. 


Vice President Agnew, who pleaded guilty to serious 
crimes, was granted relief from sentencing, due to his 
service to the country, as well as the time and money 
which would be involved in a long trial. 


A Morale Issue 


The majority of the school committee, and we seem to 
be used to that line now, acted in a rather peculiar and 
possibly morale-breaking manner in bringing a new 


assistant principal to the high school at an alternate «: 
, Salary. 


Committeemen John F. Lyons, John G. Wragg and 
Chairman Francis Griggs approved the hiring of an 
assistant principal, at a salary of $19,200 at last week’s 
meeting. 


We do not quarrel with the fact that quite possibly the “ 


new administrator is well qualified for the position he is 
about to assume in the Andover system. 

But, when administrators within the school system are 
working at a lower salary, the morale within the system 
tends to wear down. 

A veteran administrator who had left the particular 


, Position to which the new man is being assigned, retired 


from the post at a lower salary than the appointee. 

Another assistant principal at the high school, Wilbur 
Hixon, appointed recently was named to the post at a 
salary of $18,000. His abilities and talents should be well 
known to Andover school committee members and ad- 
ministrators, since he has been in the system for several 
years. 

Yet, his appointment carried with it the regular scale 
for the post. 

Then there is the matter of negotiations. 

Like it or not, school department salaries are now sub- 
ject to the collective bargaining process and as such, 

' departure from any norm becomes subject to difficult 
negotiating procedures. 

As for the morale of the school system, we question 
whether differing philosophies of education actually 
effects the professional staff as much as the bread and 
butter issues, which is what salary is all about. 

Political issues in Andover notwithstanding, the salary 
matter can definitely have an effect on morale and the 
majority of the school committee should have been 
aware of this in their consideration. 


Clarification

columns on the continued train service provided once a 
day to Andover by the MBTA.

If the action was prompted by the health of Mr. Nixon, 
this is apparently known to President Ford alone, and it 
must also be borne in mind, that while the former Presi- 
dent left the office in public disgrace, he was a victim of 
circumstances brought on by himself. 

In any case, even granting that Mr. Ford may be acting 
in a political arena, or showing compassion, his absolute 
pardon for Mr. Nixon on Sunday can only be viewed as 


being far too premature. .

Method For Ripening Tomatoes 


If you're wondering how to get 
those green tomatoes into eating 
condition this week, you have lots 
of company, reports the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) this week. 

Home gardeners across the 
commonwealth, uniformly puzzl- 
ed by tomatoes just hanging 
there on the vine, the same 
bright greeen, day after day, are 
trying every method they can 
think of to ripen the fruit. Win- 
dowsills are loaded with 
tomatoes, and they're not doing 
much, either. 

The sudden change to cool, 
grey weather has stopped the 
growing process, says Guy Paris 
of the MDA Division of Markets, 
and the tomatoes are just as they 
were when the sun disappeared 
at the end of August. 

Nothing you can do to the plant 
will help, says Paris. Tomatoes 
need warmth as well as sunlight, 
and the absence of both puts the 
plants into a kind of dormant 
State. 

You can ripen green tomatoes

indoors, but not on the window- 
sill, he says. When the sun shines 
on them through the glass, the 
tendency is to turn them yellow 
rather than full, bright red; in- 
deed, they get sunburnt, and can 
actually rot before they ripen. 

In any case, they must be 
mature for best success. You 
might as well try to ripen a ten- 
nis ball as a half-grown tomato. 

Warmth, says Paris, rather 
than indoor sunlight, is the best 
cure. Put the mature tomatoes 
preferably some place like above 
your furnace, and spread them 
out so they do not touch each 
other. The steady warmth should 
do the trick. Test the process 
with a few of the largest 
tomatoes, then move ahead. 

Of course, if you have several 
hundred green ones hanging on 
the vines, you may have a bit of 
trouble finding the indoor space 
at the right temperature. All you 
can do is pray for sunshine - 
soon; one sudden frost and your 
worries will be over for this 
season.

Of Prices 
Ordered 


Five Andover firms have been

Federal Energy Regional Ad- 
ministrator Robert Mitchell an- 
nounced that Main St., Mobil, 
Shawsheen Plaza, Andover Gulf, 
Shawsheen Service and Elm St. 

~ Auto Center, were among the 18 
firms found to be in non- 
compliance throughout New 
England on the particular week. 

The Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration assumed the respon- 
sibility for enforcement of 
petroleum allocation and price 
regulations from the Internal 
Revenue Service on July 1 of this 
year, Since that time, 127 firms 
have been cited for failure to 
comply with energy regulations 
and overcharges have been 
refunded in the form of lower 
prices to petroleum users in the 
New England region.

ordering of residents from the 
public park, by a group of 
youths, 

There have been two arrests 
and. four youths taken into 
protective custody for overin- 
dulgence, the manager 
reported, 

a Lt. Hector Pattullo reviewed 
the police activity at The Park 
and noted that with the assign- 
ment of the officer, the problem

decreased. 

Lit. Pattullo said the biggest 
problem facing the police was 
the inability to make arrests 
due to the looseness of the law. 
An officer must actually see a 
person consuming alcohol in 
order to make an arrest, the 
police official said. Too, the 
youths can simply move off to 
the street and be beyond any en- 
forcement area, emphasizing 
the need for a town bylaw 
similar to those in surrounding 
towns and cities. 

Patrolman Philip Froberg 
agreed with Lt. Pattullo noting 
that the youths are aware of the 
laws and the limits of police 
authority. Froberg also spoke 
In favor of the inclusion of the 
Possessionregulation in the park 
rules, stating it would give the 
police a tool by which they can 


entorce the law. With the posses- 


sion provision, it would make 
the area less likely to be a 
gathering place, he said. 

Town Manager Austin 

emphasized that he felt that the 
police needed to have this tool 
in an effort to curb the problem 
which he felt could be a con- 
tinuing one. Noting the reduced 
drinking age, Austin said that 
the young people had been 
granted an extra privilege and 
are not using it well. 

Commenting on conditions at 
The Park, a Chestnut Street 
resident told of how he had been 
intimidated by the youths and 
that he could not walk through 
The Park. He felt that setting of 
a curfew may be in order. 

He felt strongly that the 
police needed the tools through 
sufficient regulations to get at 
the problem. 

A Bartlet Street resident in- 
formed the board that she felt 
the town was dealing with a 
small segment of the town’s 
youth and that it was unfor- 
tunate that so few were causing 
so many problems, but strongly 
felt regulation was needed. 

Recreation Community

the mess left by the group dur- 
ing the periods they infiltrated 
the area. 

He feared use of Rec. Park 
would decrease if proper action 
were not taken and that a 
valuable community resource 
would be lost. 

Town Counsel Alfred Daniels 
advised the selectmen that in 
his meetings with other 
counsels, it was evident that 
most communities are going to 
the town-wide bylaws banning 
public drinking as a tool to con- 
trol the problem. 

Such action would have to 
come through town meeting, 
and the selectmen have voted to 
conduct public hearings on the 
matter as soon as possible to in- 
sure that it will be before the 
voters next spring. 

Town Manager Austin was 
also asked to furhter pursue 
with police, the feasiblity of im- 
posing a curfew on the parks, if 
necessary.
